The closest art is seen to 
be Lin et al, who teaches compounds which are divergent that the instant compounds comprise 
N-linked benzyl groups and Lin's compounds are N-linked heterocyclic compounds. The art is 
not seen to teach or fairly suggest the instantly claimed modifications. Likewise, US 7,419,959 
teaches SGLT inhibitors which are effective in treating or delaying the progression of the 
instantly claimed conditions.
